From Jake to Charlie 


After Charles Murnan, secretary of the 
Nebraska Thoroughbred Breeders Associa- 
tion, had criticized the Ak-Sar-Ben man- 
agement for its failure to accord more 
special privileges to Nebraska-bred horses 
(The Blood-Horse, June 30), Ak-Sar-Ben’s 
general maanger, J. J. Isaacson, was moved 
to do some pamphleteering of his own. 
The following is part of his open leter to 
Dear Charlie under date of June 28: 

“First of all, don’t be too alarmed about 
the 3-year-old stake not being split Tues- 
day. We plan to run it again for all but 
the winner, possibly screening out the 
horses that were beat 30 lengths or more, 
so everyone will have a chance at the 
$4,000 pot. 

“Actually, Charlie, I think you should 
quit criticizing the tracks and start rais- 
ing hell with the owners of the 27 horses 
who didn’t enter the stake. You know 45 
were eligible .... when we put up $4,000 
in a race like this, we, too, are entitled to 
co-operation. 

“T notice your comment that you don’t 
think the Nebraska horsemen are getting a 
break at Ak-Sar-Ben. Except for Calli- 
fornia, where they now have the best bred 
horses in America, just show me one place 
where they are treated as well as they are 
here in Nebraska. For your information, 
on 8 different occasions in the first 26 
days of racing, we voluntarily raised the 
advertised purses in the Nebraska races. . 
. . You might be interested to know also, 
Charlie, that in the first 26 days 6 open 
races were won by Nebraska-breds. Also 
for your information, in the first 26 days 
we had 27 races for Nebraska-breds, and 
the purses were as follows: 7 at $1,800, 2 
at $1,900, 4 at $2,000, 4 and $2,200, 1 at 
$2,300, 2 at $2,400, 4 at $2,500, 3 at $4,000. 
Now, you show me a track in the country, 
outside of California, where they are doing 
as well for the home-bred horses. . . .” 


Mail-Order Ponies 


The Chicago Daily Tribune notes that 
both Sears, Roebuck and Company and 
Montgomery Ward and Company, the 
largest mail-order houses in the country, 
will list Shetland ponies for sale in their 
new fall catalogues. The price tag is 
$299.95 for ponies between 2 and 7 years 
old. Gene Harris, of Chicago, will supply 
a major portion of the ponies to these 
distributors, as well as to Spiegel, Inc., 
which began listing ponies in its 1954 
catalogue. He calls the pony market “one 
of the hottest in the country.”

On Saturday, July 9, at Arlington Park, 
the fans who followed the hottest jockey 
of the meeting caught him while he was 
still hot. Willie Hartack, who had ridden 
12 winners in 3 days before Saturday’s 
card, accepted 9 mounts, won with 5 of 
them. His supporters at the mutuel win- 
dows did a little better than break even. 

Hartack lost the first race, then won 3 
straight, at prices of $5.20, $2.80, and 
$2.80. His followers were $2.80 in front 
at this point, assuming they were betting 
$2 straight per race. He lost the next 2, 
putting his backers $1.20 behind. He won 
the next 2 at $5.20 and $2.40, then lost 
the last race. Net profit for the day: 
40 cents. 


Long Twilight, Big Hurry 


Near the time of the summer solstice 
the daylight hours in Great Britain are so 
long that jockeys can ride at 2 meetings 
in one day, but they have to hustle. The 
Sporting Life reports that E. and D. Smith 
rode in the last race at Folkestone on the 
afternoon of June 26, and were still attired 
in their silks when they arrived for the 
evening’s racing at Birmingham. 

The last race at Folkestone went off at 
4:30 p.m. The 6 races at Birmingham 
extended from 7:10 to 9:30 p.m. 

The evening programs in the big indus- 
trial center have proved very popular, in 
fine weather drawing crowds described as 
“enormous.” 


No Place for Convicts 


A bill to authorize the New Jersey Rac- 
ing Commission to permit the employment 
of former convicts at race tracks was de- 
feated last week by the New Jersey As- 
sembly. The measure would have permit- 
ted the employment of former convicts 
who had led “exemplary lives” for 5 years 
since their last conviction. The bill was 
defeated after assemblyman Carmine Sa- 
vino Jr. commented, “A race track is no 
place to rehabilitate criminals.”

CALIFORNIA 


If He Had 4 Good Feet... 


Los ANGELES. As a crowd of 59,496 left 
Hollywood Park late in the afternoon of 
July 4, many of the fans must have wond- 
ered just how great a horse Swaps might 
be if he had 4 good feet. 


They had just seen the mighty colt 
equal the world record of 1:4644 for a 
mile and a furlong in winning the Ameri- 
can Handicap while favoring a new in- 
jury to his already-bad right fore foot. 
He carried 130 pounds, and at the finish 
it was the same old story—Swaps was 
being eased up in the Jast 50 yards. 

Considering the conditions of Swaps’ 
foot, his impost, and the fact that the 
Hollywood Park track was about 3 lengths 
slower than it had been in recent weeks, 
it was a tremendous performance. Jockey 
Willie Shoemaker summed it up: “I 
wouldn’t say it was his best race, but it 
was good enough.” 

Swaps’ latest injury was what horse- 
men call a cracked heel. On Sunday, 3 
days before the running of the American, 
Swaps returned from the track with his 
heel cracked and bleeding. On the day 
before the race, it cracked open again, 
was infected and bled some more. 


“It was something that flared up 
suddenly,” Trainer Meshach (Mish) 
Tenney said. “You could see Swaps’ 
pastern puff up in a matter of hours. I 
treated it with terramycin, and stayed in 
the stall with Swaps until midnight before 
I felt he was going to be all right for the 
race.” 

Tenney and owner Rex Ellsworth believe 
the cracked heel was brought on by some 
medicine used on the hoof, and that the 
colt must be allergic to it. This medicine 
has been used constantly, and the leather 
pad covering it had not been removed for 
a month. 

Immediately after the American the pad 
was taken off the foot, and Tenney and 
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Ellsworth noted improvement in the heel 
the next day. They felt certain that 
Swaps would be ready for the Gold Cup. 


“As Easy as Possible” 


Anyone knowing the condition of Swaps’ 
foot must have had some anxious moments 
during the American. The big chestnut 
colt came out of the gate bearing to the 
outside—almost as much as he did in the 
race against Nashua last summer—and he 
raced wider than usual down the back- 
stretch. There was only one time when he 
really looked like Swaps, and that was 
when Shoemaker, making his move much 
later than usual, finally let him run mid- 
way around the turn. 

Swaps took command with a mighty 
rush, opened a lead of 3 lengths, then cut 
to the rail. He gave the starting gate a 
couple of close looks as he went by, and 
Shoemaker showed him the whip. Swaps 
went on, and presumably could have won 
by any margin Shoemaker had wanted— 
3, 4, or 5 lengths. 

But on this day Willie was asking him 
for no more than was necessary. and 
Swaps’ lead dwindled to a length and 
three-quarters at the wire after Shoemaker 
had taken him in hand. 
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The fractions were :231%5, :4625, 1:0934. 
1:2134, and 1:34. When Swaps came 
back to the winner’s circle, the heel was 
bleeding. “If it had flared up this morn- 
ing instead of yesterday,” Ellsworth said, 
“we would have had to scratch him from 
the American.” 

Ellsworth and Tenney said afterwards 
they had instructed Shoemaker to take it 
as easy as possible. They gave Bobby 
Brocato and Mister Gus, which dueled for 
the early lead, about 3 lengths to the half- 
mile pole. Willie moved up once with 
Swaps, just to test the foot, and when he 
saw the speed was there, dropped back 
again. 

Going into the far turn, Mister Gus took 
the lead from Bobby Brocato, but he held 
it only a moment before Swaps came 
charging up on the outside and drew out 
quickly. 

The purse of $57,700 raised Swaps’ 
earnings to $598,750, making him the 
wealthiest California-bred of all time, and 
moving him up to No. 8 on the list of 
leading money-winners of the Turf. If his 
foot holds together throughout this year 
and next, he still has a chance to reach the 
top. 

After the American, Ellsworth and 
Tenney repeated what they have said right 
along—that they’re not interested in break- 
ing records with Swaps. They were not dis- 
appointed when Swaps, carrying 130, only 
equaled the record of 1:4644 set by *Noor 
at Golden Gate under 123 pounds and 
equaled by Alidon under 116 in last 
summer’s renewal of the American. 


The Track Was Slower 


Two days before the American the 
Hollywood Park track, which had become 
the fastest in the country, was slowed up 
considerably. 

George W. Ring, president of the Cali- 
fornia division of the HBPA and a mem- 
ber of the horsemen’s advisory committee 
on the supervision of the track, told this 
reporter that 75 per cent of the horsemen 
had complained that the track was too 
hard. 

“For the first 4 weeks of the season,” 
Ring said, “the Hollywood Park track was 
the finest in America. Then it got 
progressively harder and faster, and we 
had many complaints from trainers that 
their horses were going sore. There was 
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Willie Shoemaker was easing Swaps and looking back for his opposition at the finish of the American Handicap at Holly- 


wood Park on July 4. 


trouble filling races because so many 
horses were sore. It was the same situa- 
tion as last summer all over again. 


“Now the track has been made the same 
as it was at the start of this season and if 
they keep it that way it'll be the finest 
racing strip in the country.” 

After the American, Tenney agreed with 
Ring that “there isn’t a better racing 
strip in the country now.” 

Up until last year this reporter had 
always felt that Hollywood Park’s track 
had been something special—something 
that couldn’t be touched by any other 
track. Then last year it suddenly became 
the fastest track in the country—instead of 
the best. It seemed that Hollywood Park 
was out to corral every world record in 
the books, and it almost succeeded. 

Now the track is back where it should 
be. Fast enough for anyone, but still good 
and safe. Rosert HEBERT 


The Nearly Perfect Horse 


Hollywod Park, taking cognizance of the 
presence of greatness, last week supplied a 
photographic conformation study of Swaps, 
measured his stride, and set down owner 
Rex Ellsworth’s description of the colt 
whose amazing achievements have been 
accomplished in the face of constant 
trouble with his off fore foot. 

The photograph (see cover) was taken 
from a point a little too far forward, and 
was set against a background so dark that 
in places the outline of the horse was hard 
to find, but it was enough to give horse- 
men a view of the mechanical sources of 
Swaps’ extraordinary ability on the race 
track. 

Ellsworth, of course, was unwilling to 
claim that Swaps was perfect in conforma- 
tion, “but I do believe that Swaps possesses 
a majority of the attributes desired in the 
perfect Thoroughbred.” Al Wesson. of 
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the track’s public relations department, 
quoted the owner: 


“His over-all length from nose to tail is 
perfect. His neck is long and’ keen and 
well set. His wither is tall, and the space 
between withers and croup is short, as it 
should be. His quarters, the point of the 
hip back to the buttock, are long and 
extremely powerful. He has a high, well 
rounded oval over the loins. 


“Studying him downward, you find 
great depth from the withers into the 
forward rib cage and down through a 
powerful, well sloped shoulder. He has a 
heavy. long forearm, tapering to a smooth 
knee, which is slightly bucked forward, 
the way I like it. His cannon bone, the 
space from the knee down to the fetlock, is 
short. flat, and wide, with the tendons well 
defined, and his pastern is_ perfectly 
sloped, with medium length.” 


The stifle and gaskin are exceptionally 
well muscled, Ellsworth said (for a 
moment Wesson left off direct quotation). 
“The hock is strong, and the hind leg is 
straight, as it should be. The entire 
bottom line is long, from the chest through 
the thigh.” The head is “intelligent and 
keen, with a very wide-awake eye.” 


After the running of the American 
Handicap on July 4, the track superinten- 
dent sent 2 of his men to measure Swaps’ 
stride wherever his hoofprints could be 
identified. They came back with a report 
that in the half-furlong ending at the 
quarter-pole the strides varied from 22 
feet 10 inches to 23 feet 4 inches, reach- 
ing 23 feet 3 inches for 5 strides in succes- 
sion as Swaps was going past Mister Gus 
and Bobby Brocato. 

This was a little shorter span per stride 
than has been reported for other champ- 
ions, such as Man o” War, *Phar Lap, and 
Native Dancer, but measurements of this 
sort rarely are well enough documented to 


One and three-quarters lengths behind the winner was Mister Gus. Bobby Brocato was another 6. 


justify complete acceptance of the data, 
No adequate study has been done in this 
field. But it had become obvious that, 
however much ground he covered in one 
bound, Swaps was capable of getting 
around a race track faster than any horse 
before him had done. 


His sore foot was not yet out of trouble. 
A few days before he lowered the mile 
record to 1:33 in the Argonaut Handi- 
cap he had a cracked heel. On the Sun- 
day before the American Handicap of 
Wednesday, July 4, the heel was bleed- 
ing again, but trainer Tenney was confident 
by Tuesday that Swaps would be able to 
run “a good, honest race.” Tenney 
thought “the heel stung him a little during 
the race,” but he went ahead with plans 
to run the colt in the Hollywood Gold Cup 
Handicap of July 14, and possibly in the 
Sunset Handicap on July 25, Hollywood 
Park’s closing day. 


NEW YORK 
The Plans and the If 


B. A. Tompkins, administrative head of 
the Greater New York Association, called 
in the press on Tuesday, July 10, and 
issued the first detailed statement of the 
association’s plans for providing metropoli- 
tan racing fans with modern facilities. 
A new plant at Aqueduct, he said, was 
expected to be ready for use in 1958, if 
the New York State Racing Commission 
approves the construction plans. 

“As soon as we secure the necessary 
approval of the racing commission we can 
start demolishing Aqueduct and begin at 
Belmont such portions of the work as will 
not interfere with the fall meeting there,” 
Tompkins said. 

“We believe this over-all plan represents 
the best possible use we could make of the 
funds available for this first phase of our 
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long-range program to rehabilitate Thor- 
oughbred racing in New York state. The 
construction plan is the result of a most 
careful 6-month study which employed the 
finest experts in the country. 


“We of the Association are satisfied with 
it—but only as a starter. We won't be 
completely satisfied until we have fulfilled 
our mandate from the people of the state, 
which is to have 3 outstanding tracks at 
Aqueduct, Belmont, and Saratoga. 


“To do this entire job as it should be 
done, and to operate our new facilities as 
they should be operated, it will be necesary 
for us to secure the co-operation of the 
Legislature. Only with a realistic re- 
allocation of the 15 per cent commission 
can we continue to provide top-level racing 
in the metropolitan area and in Saratoga— 
with even greater revenues to the state.” 


The New Aqueduct 


The GNYA intends to make the new 
grandstand and club house at Aqueduct 
“the most modern in the country.” The 4- 
story structure, to be placed slightly north 
of the present stands, that is, farther to the 
left along the homestretch, will have 3 
seating tiers and betting levels. It will be 
about 1,030 feet long, with the grandstand 
section about 257 feet deep at the lower 
levels and the club house about 310 feet 
deep. 

The stands are to be planned for 
crowds up to 60,000, “with provision for 
relatively easy future expansion to 75,000.” 


There will be about 20,800 seats. 16.700 in 
the grandstand and 4,100 in the club 
house. plus lounge seating for about 2.- 
250 on the main betting levels. Folding 
seats will be used in the stands. Sight 
lines from all levels will “equal to or better 
than those at other modern tracks in the 

The standing ramp at ground level is 
to extend back under the lowest seating 
tier, “providing a large sheltered area with 
an excellent view of the track.” Escalators 
will move patrons to the upper levels, and 
there will be several elevators for officials 
and the press. 


The saddling paddock is to be set in an 
amphitheatre in front of the stands at the 
finish line, with 16 stalls and a walking 
ring, allowing a view of the horses from 
the stands except in inclement weather, 
when the saddling will be under cover. 

Concrete, steel, and glass will be used 
in building the stand. All restaurants will 
be air-conditioned. A 24-bed hospital will 
be located on the grounds. 

The track will be a 144-mile oval, with 
a one-mile chute leading into the back- 
stretch. Existing surface material is to be 
held and reused as much as _ possible. 
Inside the main track will be a one-mile 
turf course, and inside that will be a 
figure-8 jumping course. 

Parking space for 14,800 cars will be 
provided, and the space will be expanded 
as necessary if attendances outrun current 
estimates. 


At Belmont Park 2 banks of escalators 
will be installed in the grandstand and one 
in the club house. The apron in front 
of the club house will be regraded for 
better sight lines, as will parts of the in- 
field. “A slight adjustment of the west 
turn of the main track will be made to 
provide for a new road for courtesy shuttle 
buses to and from the north parking 
areas.” But most of the work planned this 
year for the big Elmont course is concern- 
ed with traffic flow and parking facilities. 

The Manice mansion (Turf and Field 
Club) and the old club house will be torn 
down to provide more parking space, 
bringing the parking capacity to 12,850 
cars. 

Traffic improvements, according to the 
GNYA statement, “not only will alleviate 
present crowding and inadequacies, but 
will be ample for any future rebuilding 
of Belmont up to a capacity of 75,000 
persons.” 

The Hempstead turnpike problem, for 
many years one of the most effective 
hazards in dissuading people from going 
to Belmont Park, “will be handled in 2 
ways: (1) by constructing an underpass 
for vehicles so that there will be no left- 
hand turns entering or leaving the park, 
and (2), relocating the railroad and bus 
terminals so that there will be no 
pedestrian traffic whatever across it.” 

Traffic to and from the track will be 
speeded up by the construction of 2 new 
interchanges on the Cross Island Park-

way and the addition of an extra lane to 
an existing interchange. 


As for Money 


Tompkins’ announcement of the plans 
for a new Aqueduct and a more accessible 
Belmont Park was not enough, in itself, 
to give assurance that New York racing 
was in train to reclaim the leadership 
which gradually has been moving west- 
ward. Building costs have risen steadily, 
and Tompkins estimated that the GNYA 
was now about $7,000,000 short of the 
funds that would be needed to carry 
through the program which he outlined. 


Full development of modern facilities 
for racing on Long Island, he indicated, is 
contingent upon “relief from the state 
legislature,” that is, upon an increase over 
the 4 per cent commission now allowed 
the tracks. He was hopeful that the 
legislature would be willing to raise the 
tracks’ share of the pools by an additional 
2 or 3 per cent—enough to pay off the 
debt more rapidly and allow an earlier 
diversion of the maximum revenue to the 
state. 


The First 84 Days 


New York. The 8-week meeting at 
Belmont Park was popular with the fans, 
even if the horsemen responded with small 
fields. The handle was up about 5 per 
cent, while the attendance lagged a bit 
less than one per cent. The total handle 
for the first 84 days of the New York 
season was $182,355,498 as against $172.- 
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825,525 during the same number of days 
in 1955. Attendance for the same 84- 
day period in 1956 was 2,042,681, against 
a figure of 2,060,673 a year earlier. 

Last year Jamaica started off with 20 
days, then New York racing switched to 
Belmont for 42 days. The scene then 
shifted to Aqueduct for 22 days before the 
first 14 weeks of the local season were 
completed. This year there was racing at 
Jamaica for 6 weeks, then at Belmont 
Park for the remaining 8 weeks of the 
comparative period. 

Actually Belmont’s eight weeks was the 
longest single stand of mutuels at the 
Elmont track since it was founded in 1905; 
it appears certain that few, if any, meet- 
ings have handled more money in a similar 
period of time, even during the book- 
making and oral days. Belmont’s total 
for the 48 days topped the one hundred 
million mark with a final figure of $100,- 
995,627. This shows that turf courses, 
Widener courses, steeplechase courses, and 
hurdles courses can’t keep people from 
wagering on the outcome of a race. 

With the change from the large Belmont 
oval to the one-mile Jamaica strip there 
also came an overnight change which is 
common in the days under the sign of 
Leo. There were 118 names on the over- 
night entries for the first day at Jamaica 
but after the Saturday night rains and the 
Sunday morning showers there were 45 
scratches before 8:30 Monday. The fact 
that more than half of these came from 
the also-eligible list did not ease the racing 
secretary. Pat O’Brien 


KENTUCKY 


New Surface for Keeneland 


General manager W. T. Bishop an- 
nounced this week that work has begun 
on resurfacing the Keeneland Race 
Course. Bishop said the work was to be 
completed by September 1. 

In addition to resurfacing the top 19 
inches of the track, the project will in- 
clude installation of a new drainage sys- 
tem on the inside rail and enlargement of 
the present infield drainage system. J. 
Stephen Watkins, of Lexington, has been 
engaged as consulting engineer. 


CANADA 
A New Polo Park Planned 


Polo Park, at Winnipeg, Western Can- 
ada’s biggest race track, closed its final 
meeting on July 4. The track site was 
sold several years ago to a group of busi- 
nessmen, for the development of a shop- 
ping center, but the Speers organization 
held a lease on the property through 1956. 
The track had its first racing in 1925. 

Miss Anna Speers, daughter of the late 
R. James Speers, said last week that a 
new Polo Park would be built on another 
site near Winnipeg. The necessary prop- 
erty already has been acquired, Miss 
Speers said, and basic plans have been 
drawn, but the new track is not expected 
to be completed in time for a 1957 meet- 
ing. 

The absence of Polo Park from the 
racing scene next year will cost the prov- 
ince of Manitoba approximately $530,000. 
The province takes 10 per cent from the 
pari-mutuel pools and receives $30,000 a 
year from an amusement tax. 


NEW JERSEY 


Beauguerre's Trainer Suspended 


Monmouth Park stewards last week 
suspended trainer John Dupuy after a 
urine test from Orienne revealed traces 
of a drug similair to procaine. Orienne 
won the fourth race at Monmouth Park on 
July 2. 

The stewards barred all horses trained 
by Dupuy, which forced the removal of 
Beauguerre, an early favorite, from the 
Tyro Stakes on July 4, (Melson, which 
Beauguerre had defeated easily in his 
last start, won the Tyro.) Both Orienne 
and Beauguerre are owned by Dr. Peter 
Graffagnino, director of the Department of 
Obstetrics and Gynecology at Louisiana 
State University’s College of Medicine. 


The New Jersey State Racing Commis- 
sion was scheduled to hold a hearing on 
Dupuy’s case on July 13.

*My Babu's Flight 


The shipment this week of *My Babu 
from Shannon airport to Lexington estab- 
lished a new time record for the transfer 
of a horse from Ireland to Kentucky. The 
ll-vear-old stallion, whose, purchase at a 
price of “more than $600,000” was 
arranged last year and consummated 
recently, left Shannon in a Pan-American 
DC-6 at 12:30 a. m. on July 9, and about 
24 hours later was in his stall at the 
Spendthrift Farm of Leslie Combs II, who, 
along with John W. Hanes, had arranged 
the syndication of the son of Djebel. 

Five days earlier another recent Irish 
purchase, *Solar Slipper. had arrived at 
Spendthrift Farm, just outside of Lexing- 
ton. but he had stopped in New York for 
customs clearance and had finished out his 
trip to Kentucky by rail. 


*My Babu’s plane touched down in 
New York about 11] a. m. Eastern daylight 
time. got a customs check which took 
nearly 2 hours, and flew on to Lexington, 
arriving over the airport shortly before 4 
p. m. Central daylight time, and setting 
down after a brief delay. Though the 
exact timing was not available, it appeared 


that the plane had left Shannon at 0030

hours and arrived at Lexington at 2300 
hours. Greenwich time, the same day. 

The shipment was under the direction 
of the John J. McCabe agency, which had 
to make special arrangements for the big 
Pan-American plane to continue inland 
after crossing the Atlantic. The pilot, 
Nick Lutz, a former University of Kentucky 
fullback, reported: “That horse sure is a 
gentleman. He weathered a storm outside 
of New York better than a lot of humans 
would. He slipped down a couple of times, 
but he got back up and didn’t raise a 
fuss... .” 


The Retirement of Rejected 
At Hollywood Park last week trainer W. 


J. Hirsch announced that Rejected was ~ 


being taken out of training and would be 
shipped to the King Ranch Farm at Lex- 
ington to begin stud service in 1957. The 
6-year-old son of Revoked—By Line, by 
*Blenheim II, had been able to make do 
with his achy legs often enough to prove 
himself one of the fastest and_stoutest- 
hearted stayers of recent years. 

Bred at the King Ranch’s Kentucky 
farm, Rejected ran 4 times unplaced at 2 
in California. As a 3-year-old in 1953 he

As a 4-year-old he came out of last 
place to win the Santa Anita Handicap 
under 118 pounds, in 2:00%5, fastest time 
of the year for 1144 miles. At Hollywood 
Park he equaled the 1:48 track record for 
114 miles in winning the American Handi- 
cap under 123 pounds, and in October he 
won the 114-mile Hawthorne Gold Cup 
with top weight of 123 pounds. He was 
also second in the San Antonio, San Juan 
Capistrano, Hollywood Gold Cup, and Sun- 
set Handicaps. 

Last year, though his legs were in worse 
condition, he won the San Pasqual Handi- 
cap and established a new track record of 
1:5935 in winning the Hollywood Gold 
Cup. He was second in Social Outeast’s

California stakes.

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Lowry Watkins, Louisville realtor, has one of few horse barns in Kentucky 
which is one-half wood, one-half aluminum siding. On the corners of the barn 
are 10-watt light bulbs, each of which operates on an automatic switch. Watkins 
provided the light bulbs “because I don’t think horses like complete dark.” The 
manure cart on the right is parked opposite a small door on the right side of 
the barn. Manure baskets may be emptied into the cart without leaving the barn. 


This tack room runs across the front of the barn. The small room on the right 
is a wash room. The x’s show the locations of the automatic feeders, one of 
which is shown in more detail in the next column. To the right of one of the 
feeders is the door (A) through which manure is emptied into the cart outside 
the barn. Out of sight in foreground is an 8-by-12-foot feed room which is 
equipped with a 150-bushel oat bin, a small oats crusher, and a_ blackboard 
which shows the amount fed each horse daily. Horses also are shod here.

Some Radical Changes 


Lowry Watkins, who owns a Louisville 
real estate company, is an avid “part- 
time” horseman. As a breeder, owner, 
and amateur rider, Watkins has been con- 
cerned with the care of horses for many 
years. and he has been impressed with 
what he calls the poor design of most 
horse barns. 

“Looking at some of the stables of my 
more prosperous friends,” Watkins said, 
“it appears that the stables are constructed 
for the comfort of the people caring for 
the horses and arranged so that the tem- 
perature will remain at 70 degrees and 
above. 

“From watching the construction of race 
track barns it is very evident that the 
first consideration is for a place to store 
hay and straw. secondly for a walk-around 
for ‘hots’, and thirdly a place to store 
the horses. 

“Modern machinery is practically mak- 
ing straw a thing of the past in many 
communities. It is a fire hazard and a 


cover-up for holes and dirt beneath. and, 
al a race track or in residential areas, it 
is merely a nuisance to haul in and out. 

“There is no question but what a covered 


The béx with lid is one of the auto- 
matic oats feeders placed outside each 
stall. The motor above it, controlled by 
a time switch, raises the trap door 
leading to the feed box in the stall at 
specified times. The timer can be ad- 
justed to any number of feedings per 
day. To the right of the feeder, on a 
stool, is a thermostatically controlled 
water heater, used for a _ trough. 
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walking ring should be made at every 
race track, detached from the barn. The 
present-day construction merely keeps the 
light and air from the imprisoned horses, 
making it impossible to bring the horse 
outside to groom, saddle or shoe. Fur- 
thermore, the walking is bound to disturb 
horses and make the ones in the stalls 
difficult to be properly cared for.” 


Watkins recently has built, on his minia- 
ture farm near Louisville, a 4-stall barn 
which embodies several of his ideas for 
improvement. “I do not think I have 
built the perfect stable by any means, but 
as far as I know it is the first step in the 
right direction,” he said. 

The appearance of Watkins’ barn is un- 
conventional, both inside and out. The 
lower half of the barn is wood, the upper 
half is aluminum siding. “The advantage 
of using aluminum siding for the upper 
half.” he said, “is that a 4’ x12’ piece 
of material costs about $8 and the labor 
of putting it up is zero.” The doors also 
are aluminum, with one large sliding door 
in which there is a smaller door for use 
in cold weather. 

Inside the barn Watkins has attempted 
“to reduce the time spent in mucking out. 
feeding, and watering, and to provide the 
horses with light, air, sunshine, and 
liberty.” 

The toughest job for the man who cares 
for his own horses, Watkins feels, is to 
muck out stalls for urine. “The soiled 
manure has practically no odor and is 
most easy to remove with a light fork and 
basket, but the urine requires more time 
and involves the problem of straw dis- 
posal.” Straw, considered essential by 
most horse breeders, has been eliminated 
by Watkins. “It is a fire hazard, creates 
dirt around the barn, requires a lot of 
storage space, and is expensive to haul 
in and out.” 

Urine from each stall is disposed of 
through a concrete drain which leads to a 
nearby septic tank. Each stall is ap- 
proximately 10’ x 12’ with a drain area 
covering 6’ x 8’ in the center of the stall. 
Over the drain are 2” x6” timbers, laid 
on edge, about 14” apart. The timbers 
are bolted together in groups of 5 so that 
they can be removed quickly and easily 
for cleaning. 

Over the timbers is placed an aluminum 
screen, which prevents dust, hay, feed, and 
other foreign matter from getting into the 
drain. Watkins said it was necessary to 
clean the screen about once every 6 weeks. 
The screen is covered with rubber mats, 
on top of which are sisal mats. 

“This gives the horse plenty of spring 
for his legs, and while it may not be as 
soft as 2 feet of straw, it is certainly as 
soft as pasture,” Watkins said. 

Placed around the edges of each stall. 
over the area not covered by the sisal 
mats, are cocoa mats. Watkins admits “a 
slight mistake” in his planning on this 
point. “The cocoa mats do absorb the 
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Under most of each stall floor is a concrete drain which leads to a septic tank. 
Over the drain are laid 2-by-6 timbers, which are bolted together so that they 
can be removed easily, as shown above. The timbers are covered with aluminum 
screening and rubber mats. On top are sisal mats, shown in the picture below. 


The sisal mats shown in the foreground cover the drain area. The darker cocoa 
mats around the walls are placed directly on the floor. The board under the hay 
net prevents loose hay from being scattered over the floor. The small receptacle 
on the wall near the sun parlor door is an automatic water fountain.

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urine,” he said, “and while my present 
stable has a drain area of 6’x 8 in the 
center, it has been too small for mares. 
Therefore my new plans would include a 
drain area over practically the entire floor. 
The sisal mats, rubber mats, and wooden 
timbers give no odor trouble at all.” 


The time normally consumed in feeding 
and watering horses has been reduced 
greatly by an automatic oats feeder and 
an automatic water fountain in each stall. 

Perhaps the most radical innovation of 
the Watkins barn is the sun parlor, which 
provides the horse with “light, air, sun- 
shine, and liberty.” Each stall opens into 
a fenced-in area about twice as large as 
the stall. When the barn was first built, 
this area was completely open. Watkins 
later added a roof to keep the horses 
dry during rain and to prevent sawdust 
from being tracked into the stalls. The 
roof is placed at an angle so that the 
sun is not kept out. 

“Since building the sun parlors I find 
the horses are rarely in the stalls when 
the temperature is over 20 degrees,” Wat- 
kins said. “They come in only when the 
temperature is much lower, or when a 
hard wind is blowing. Whether these 
sun parlors would work at a race track, 
where horses are at nervous racing pitch, 
I don’t know, but I have seen a timber 
horse that was sour and refusing get a 
whole new outlook on life with 3 weeks 
in this stable. He ran like a new horse.” 

Another feature which concerns Wat- 
kins is having adequate exercise space 
close to the barn. Encircling the barn 
is a pen where the hunters can be exer- 
cised 2 or 3 miles a day. 

The first objection to most new barn 
designs is increased cost. Watkins said 
his barn compares favorably with the 
more conventional types in this respect. 

“Nearly all stables now cost from $1,000 
to $1,500 per stall, with a dirt floor. This

stable, with concrete drain, would run 
somewhere in that price range, depending, 
of course, on how many stalls you built. 
The equipment inside the stalls —the 
timbers, mats, automatic drinking cups, 
automatic feeders —runs about $250 per 
stall. This amount you would save on 
straw alone each year. And you also 
eliminate the labor costs of moving straw 
in and out, watering, and feeding. 

“Of the 4 great advantages to this barn, 
3 could be used with most existing barns. 
That is, sun parlors could be built, auto- 
matic drinking cups could be installed, 
and automatic oats feeders could be in- 
stalled.

“All you need for an automatic feeder 
is a metal feed box ($6, made by local 
tinner), damper motor for operating feed 
box ($14.85), and an _ electric timer 
($6.83). The cost per stall is $27.66. 

“The biggest objection to automatic 
drinking cups has been that they freeze 
in the winter. That can be overcome by 
wrapping a low-voltage wire around the 
pipe where necessary and around the re- 
ceptacle and valve and attaching it to a 
thermostat which will kick on when the 
temperature drops below 35 degrees. One 
thermostat ($4.50) can service any num- 
ber of wires, and a 12’ wire costs only

Apollonia's First Defeat 


Paris. Marcel Boussac’s Apollonia was 
sent against older horses in the 2,500- 
meter Grand Prix de St. Cloud on July 1 
and sustained the first defeat of her 
brilliant career, finishing sixth in a field 
of 11, beaten about 31% lengths. 

Dead-heating for the first place were the 
4-year-old southern champion Burgos 
(Maurepas—Bella II, by Canot) and the 
3-year-old Oroso (Tifinar—Eos, by Sol- 
ferino), 2 lengths ahead of the 4-year-old 
Beau Prince II (Prince Chevalier—Isa- 
belle Brand, by Black Devil). The 3-year- 
olds Resabiada and Master Boing were 
next in order, a length in front of the 
odds-on favorite. Behind Apollonia were 
the older horses Norsemour, Defensal, 
Fric, Norfolk, and Tut Ank Ammon. 

Beau Prince II’s stablemate Tut Ank 
Ammon made a moderate pace until they 
entered the last turn, where Defensal 
moved up to set a faster pace for 
Apollonia’s benefit. Serge Boullenger, 
after waiting far back with Apollonia, 
took her to the outside in a wide turn and 
let her join the accelerating leaders at the 
entrance to the final straight, but she had 
done too much too early, and failed to 
maintain her challenge.

Next in order 
were the 4-year-old Grand Rapids and 
the 3-year-olds Magabit and Talismano. 


Six males. equally divided between 3- 
year-olds and older horses, contested the 
Gran Premio di Milano of 17% miles at the 
San Siro course June 17. The unbeaten 4- 
year-old Ribot (Tenerani—Romanella, by 
El Greco) led all the way and won by 8 
lengths from his stablemate Tissot. The 
latter was 6 lengths ahead of the 5-year- 
old Murano II (Bois Roussel—Four in 
Hand, by *Bahram). Unplaced were 
Vittor Pisani, Barba Toni, and the 4-year- 
old Gail.

First Defeat for Liebeslied 


In Germany, as in France, a previously 
unbeaten 3-year-old filly has had her 
record spoiled. Winner of 5 races at 2, 
Liebeslied (Ticino—Liebesgoettin, by 
Tourbillon) had scored a 7-length victory 
in the one-mile Schwarzgold-Rennen at 
Duesseldorf May 6, and on June 3 had 
been 214 lengths in front at the finish 
of the 114-mile Preis der Diana at Muel- 
heim. Nadia (Ticino—Nereda, by Tour- 
billon) was third in the Schwarzgold, 
second in the Oaks equivalent, and the 
other placing in these classics was taken 
by Vogelwarte (Ansitz—Vogelweide, by 
Widerhall). Liebeslied took her first 
beating in the 114-mile German Derby at 
Hamburg June 24, finishing last but one 
in a field of 13. 


Winner of the Derby, after a strong 
run in the straight, was the Henckel- 
Rennen and Union-Rennen winner Kilo- 
meter. At the finish he was 214 lengths 
ahead of the Henckel-Rennen second, 
Traumgeist (Goody—Traumkind, by Aven- 
tin), which had a 4-length margin over 
the Union-Rennen second, Opersaenger 
(Buergermeister—Operette, by Arjaman).

Talgo belongs to G. A. Oldham, who 
won the Irish Two Thousand Guineas 
with Lucero. Both colts were trained at 
Newmarket by Harry Wragg, and both 
were ridden by E. Mercer. Talgo is by 
Krakatoa (Nearco—Life Hill, by Solario) 
out of the French mare Miss France, by 
Jock out of Nafah, by Abjer out of Flower, 
by Pharos out of L’Esperance, by Pom- 
mern out of the noted mare Zariba. 
L’Esperance is third dam of the 1956 
Prix du Jockey Club winner Philius.

Your open 
letter to “Lou” in the June 9 issue was 
to Smith, I know, but it might just as well 
have been to Pondfield.

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000 to $6,000. There also would be the 
incentive of trainers’ awards of $1,000, 
$500. $200 and $100 which would be made 
on a point basis. 

Also, we will follow up your suggesiion 
by writing an entire card on which no 
race will be less than 1 mile and 70 yards 
(for two-year-olds). Perhaps we can have 
two such programs. 

I know that all of Pimlico’s distance 
races this spring were successful in that 
they resulted in more wagering action 
than comparable shorter events, and the

A 25-Year Plan 


Dear Charlie: 


Your letter to the effect that Pimlico is planning the 
condition book for its fall meeting largely on the basis of 
distance racing was very good news. Any track’s sustained 
effort in this direction will be helpful to American racing 
and breeding in general, and I hope that Pimlico’s good 
intentions will prove to have been properly rewarded when 
the auditor’s account is finished. 

Very little of Friedrich Nietzsche’s rambunctious philos- 
ophy has been taken to heart, or even read, in the United 
States of Self Satisfied America, but one of his most scornful 
utterances virtually has become a national motto: “Take 
care not to spit against the wind.” Lou Pondfield is being 
a brave man in going against the current trends of American 
racing, and more power to him. If a few more race course 
executives would consider their obligations to the future 
of American racing, we might begin to expect some reversal 
of the downhill trend which has resulted from our lack of 
attention. 

There will be a tendency on the part of other executives 
to judge the results of the Pimlico experiment on the basis 
of its financial returns, though these returns may be affected 
by numerous other factors — weather, for instance, but more 
especially the increased take-out from the mutuel pools. For 
this reason it is to be hoped that Pimlico’s program of dis- 
tance racing proves successful in every way. 

On the other hand, appraisal of distance racing on the 
basis of what happens in one meeting at one track is very 
likely to result in false judgment, because no one track can 
go very far in this direction until other major courses accord 
a similar recognition to the importance of reinstating dis- 
tance racing. (It is highly important to the tracks because, 
almost certainly, it would provide more attractive programs 
and, hence, better business. It is highly important to the 
breeder because, almost certainly, it would result in an 
improved economy as well as more satisfaction.) 

There are 2 main problems to be considered here, and 
both need to be considered by management in general, 
rather than by one track at a time. In order for race tracks 
and breeders to gain the normal benefits of distance racing, 
we need 2 things: 


(1) Continurty. The only way to set up distance rac- 
ing effectively is to set it up on a year-round basis, and to 
give it the largest possible geographical distribution. It 
will be possible to persuade trainers to prepare their good 
horses for distance contests only when the race courses have 
assured them of continuing opportunity. Today, with rare 
exceptions, a trainer hesitates to risk dulling the speed 
of his horse by preparing him for a race over a genuine 
distance, and for very good reason. 

(2) Prestice. Another essential change necessary 
to establish distance racing in the U. S. would be a 
gradual shifting of stakes and purse money toward the 
longer races. A corollary of this would be a corresponding 
shift of emphasis away from 2-year-old racing; the thought 
of such a thing would make many horsemen turn pale, but 
in the long run they would benefit. 


Neither of these objectives could be attained quickly. 
In all probability, they cannot be attained at all without 
deliberate planning and co-operative effort. A standing 


committee might be established within the Thoroughbred 
Racing Associations to set up long-range goals and to 
encourage policies tending in the direction of those goals. 
If, within a period of 25 years, the spectrum of American 
racing had shifted considerably toward distance contests. 
the sport would have become immeasurably more attrac- 
tive, from the box-office point of view, and breeders would 
benefit in proportion as the race courses benefited. 

Thoroughbred racing and breeding is now one of the 
major American industries, if it can be called an industry. 
As such, it needs long-range planning such as other big 
businesses need and have. Because it is disjointed, with 
many separate and autonomous entities, and because each 
of these entities has tended to follow the line of least 
resistance, the sport at many tracks has degenerated into 
a succession of claiming races, interrupted occasionally with 
a so-called feature whose only distinction, in many cases, 
is that the runners cannot be claimed. 
allowing this trend toward mediocrity to continue unchecked 
is open to question. We are not yet past the age of reform, 
and nothing is so easily reformed as a dull gambling 
pastime which has no appeal for non-bettors. 

Whenever an American race track finds $100,000 for a 
special race, it is almost certain to assume that it can do 
nothing but add it to a race whose distance is somewhere 
in the range of 8 to 10 furlongs. The result is that all our 
best horses are training at once for this narrow range, and 
many of them are breaking down in the process. 


But if the American Turf ever becomes so bold as to 
put a much larger proportion of its richest races in the 
range between 114 and 2 miles, and to scatter such races 
throughout the year, then it will be impossible, or at least 
very difficult, for a horse to train for the short races and 
the long ones at the same time. Thus we would have more 
categories of good horses, and consequently less need 
for relegating so many to the ranks of selling platers. 


The management of American race tracks has been 
blinded quite unnecessarily by the success of the Kentucky 
Derby, whose 114-mile distance is about right for 3-year-olds 
in the first week in May. But from the popularity and 
prestige of the Kentucky Derby it does not follow that other 
tracks will be successful only through aping the conditions 
of the Derby as closely as possible. Neither does it follow 
that we need 4 or 5 $100,000 races for 3-year-olds before 
the end of April. Or that nearly all the big money for older 
horses should be put into races of 144 miles and less. 

The opportunity lies in the other direction. A selling 
plater which distinguishes himself as a stayer becomes a 
hero—and a box-office attraction. The top-class horse which 
can stay becomes a much greater box-office attraction. 
And, brother, we’re going to need all the stars we can get 
to stay in competition. There’s a lot of complacent guff 
about racing being the most popular spectator sport, but this 
is for the sparrows. Attendance and betting have gone up 
in proportion to number of races, not in proportion to 
population and wealth. We're slipping instead of gaining, 
and we're slipping because we’re not trying very hard to 
offer a better show. Give Lou Pondfield my best wishes; 
he is trying. I hope some others will joint him.
